of all allied losses. 


Seizures Made by U. 8S. 

- ‘The United States at the beginning 
of the war took over ninety-one Ger- 
man ships, aggregating 694,696 gross f 
tons. The larger vessels, many. of 
which had been damaged by the Ger- 
mans, were valued in that condition 
by the navy department at’ $34,193,190, 
an average of $55 a ton. 

American merchant ships sunk by 
the enemy aggregated 354,449 gross 
tons. These losses are to be com- 
pensated class for. class ton for 
ton from the value of ‘the German 
ships. The aggregate excess of Ger- 
man tonnage seized over Americar ton- 
nage is 240,247. On the basis of $55 
a ton the United States will be requi 
to pay $13,213,585 to the pte 2 
commission. 
The United States seized fourteen 
Austrian ships, aggregating 67,817 
tons, bringing the total excess pay- 
ment by the United States on a basis 
of $55 a ton up to $16,943,520. 

The President’s Message. 
The prenneate message to congress 
follows: 
“TI have the honor to acknowledge 
the receipt of a resolution passed by 
the senaté on Feb. 14, requesting the 
president to inform that body ‘ whether 
any, and if so, what, agreement or 
understanding exists between him and 
officials of Great Britain concerning 
the disposition by the United States 
of America of the German ships which 
the shipping board is proposing to sell, 
or which were acquired by the United 
States after the termination of hostil- 
ities between said United States and 
e central European Teutonic powers.’ 
“The ships for the purchase of 
which bids have been asked by the 
shipping board, were taken over by 
executive orders issued pursuant to 
the joint resolution of Congress of 
May 12, 1917, authorizing the president 
to take over for the United States the 
possession and title of any vessel 
within its jurisdiction, under enemy 
ownership, or under the registry of an 
enemy country. The government of the © 
United States is not in possession of 
any ex-German vessels except those 
taken over under this resolution. 

Ships Taken Over by U. 8. 
“Under an armistice agreement be- 
tween the German government and 
the allied and associated powers cer- 
tain German vessels were taken over 
primarily for the transport of food to 
Europe, including Germany, and for 
the transportation of troops. Of the 
tonnage so taken over, certain pas- 
senger vessels were allocated to the 
United States temporarily for the

Two witnesses swore Beattie told 
them hé got enough from the Newber- 
ry committee to pay all the expenses 
of his own primary campaign for coun- 
ty clerk as well as what the Newberry 
work cost. One of these men quoted 
Beattie as saying “the Newberry com- 
mittee thought his bill expensive.” 


Took a Little for Himself. 


There was further testimony this aft- 
ernoon concerning Charles R. Carpen- 
ter, a Grand Rapids banker defendant.

Admiral Peary was born at Cresson, 
Pa., May 6, 1858, but in his early youth 
ithe family removed to Maine, where he 
received his education. His parents 
were Charles N. and Mary (Wiley) 
Peary. 

Instructed first in private schools, he 
subsequently entered Bowdoin college, 
from which he was graduated with the 
class of 1877. 

As a means of livelihood he adopted 
the profession of civil engineer, enter- 
ing the Unitéd States navy in that ca- | 
pacity on Oct. 26, 1881. Three years 
later he was appointed an assistant en- 
gineer on the board which surveyed 
the route of the Nicaraguan ship canal. 

Returning to the United States, he 
became interested in arctic explora- 
tions, and thirty-four years ago he 
made his first trip to the north, mak- 
ing a reconnaissance of the Greenland 
inland ice cape east of Disco bay. 


Reached Pole; Exposes Cook. 

Admiral Peary made seven other ex- 
peditions into the arctic before he final- 
ly was successful in reaching the pole 
on April 6, 1909, returning in the fall 
to find that Dr. Frederick A. Cook was 
heing praised as the discoverer. 
* In 1913 he was promoted to the rank 
é6f rear admiral in the navy and given 
the thanks of congress by a special act. 
Admiral Peary was president of the 
Xérial League of America and for sev- 
eral years had been a member of the

Removal from 
society, is sufficient. But for law to be valid it 
must punish inexorably. The sentence of the court 
must be swift and certain. 
Hanging is necessary not because society wants 
to take the life of the murderer but because it 
doesn't want to lose its own. Hanging is hard on 
the killer. But letting him off with a “life sen- 
tence,” followed by a parole and pardon, as we 
have been doing, means that many innocent people 
are doomed to die each year that murderers may 
live.

We may take some comfort out’of the fact that 
Egyptian-Americans are few.

SOLDIERS IN WHITE. 

. {From the Fort Sheridan (Ill.) Recall.] 
“Army Nurse day!” We tell the world it ts the 
best idea that has sprouted in the fertile state of 
Iowa in many a moon. 

The popular idea of the army nupfse- wandering 
around the battlefield among bursting shells is, of 
course, erroneous. But owing to the long range of 
modern artillery and the frequent air raids by boches 
who delighted in slaughter of women and wounded 
men, these heroines of the war were frequently under 
fire, frequently wounded, and some few were actu- 
ally ‘* killed in action.” 

And with that only part of the story is told. Official 
records of the nurse. corps tell stories of hardship 
endured in the cause of humanity which rival those 
of the doughboys in the firing line. 
ings were given to the wounded; the nurses often 
lived in tents pitched in muddy fields. They were not 
“clock watchers”; often they worked’ seventy-two 
hours at a stretch. Some of these overseas nurses 
are at Fort Sheridan now recovering from iliness 
brought on by the hardships and strain of their over- 
seas service. 

Nor were those nurses who remained in “the states ” 
much less heroic. In the terrible days of the influ- 
enza epidemic they went without hesitancy into the 
wards filled with men whose breath was as poisonous 
as any gas devised by the hatred of the Hun.: At 
home or abroad the letters “A. N. Cc.” spelled 
heroism and devotion. ‘ 

Had the mothers of the men and boys who went 
overseas been in the hospitals, they could not have 
cared for them better; they could not have cared for 
them as well, for they would have lacked the scien- 
tific training necessary to carry on the battle between 
life and death. 

The nurses at Fort Sheridan have asked that we 
refrain from calling them “angels” or “roses of No 
Man's Land.” They say they are just women, and 
want no romantic titles; They do like to be called 
“soldiers in white”; and that appellation is most 
fitting. We can’t pay them a much higher compli- 
ment, for if one is all that is implied in the term 
“ soldier" there isn’t much left to achieve in this 
earth. It implies chivalry, dependability, and splen- 
did character. 

So why not pay a small tribute to these women 
who “ soldiered “ side by side with their brothers in 
khaki; who shared and alleviated their hardships? It 
is not as though the business men of the country were 
asked to give up a day in the middle of the week to 
do them honor. Sunday, Jan. 25, wiil not be missed 
from the productive days of the week. And it wil! be 
eminently proper that one Sabbath day in the year 
be given over to honoring th army nurse corps and 
the valiant women of which it is composed.

HE Danes have reason to congratu- 

late themselves on their low death 

rate. They belong to a sturdy 

stock and to make matters better 
they surround themselves with good san- 
itary conditiens, 


their death rate was as low as ours. 
In 1917 it was somewhat lower than 
ours, From Oct. 1, 1917, to Oct. 1, 1918, 
they had a death rate of 9.9. I know 
{of no other European nation which has 
ever had anywhere so low a death rate. 


But the object of this article is not 
to add laurels to the Danish péople, but, 


|rather, to call attention to the method 
j}employed by the Danes to lower their 


death rate almost three points during the 
worst year of the war. Some of the 
people who do not like us accuse us of 
lending a hand to ‘the starvation of 
nations by participating in the Duropean 
blockade in 1917-18. 
M. Hindhede says the food blockade 
helped Denmark and further that the 
Germans could have withstood the trial 
had they not been go pigheaded. Espe- 
cially does he blame Rubner, their great 
food expert, 

By March, 1917, food restrictions had 
been initiated in Denmark and by Octo- 
ber, 1917, they had become severe. They 
were quite severe from October, 1917, to 
October, 1918, just the period of low 
death ‘rate. 

There were three principles on which 
they apportioned food in Denmark. They 
fed whole grain breads. They not only 
ground whole rye berry into flour but 
they added to it wheat bran and 24 per 
cent barley meal. 


In this way they got more than twice 
as much bread as they would have done 
had they milled their white or rye to 
70 per cent and fed the remainder to 
stock as bran. <As_ the indigestible 
residue of the bread was only raised 9 
per cent, they gained more than 100 per 
cent in their bread stock. Their people 
knew how to cook this flour into digesti- 
ble, wholesome, well flavored bread.

ASHES ON ICE. ' 
Chicago, Feb. 17.-[To the Friend of 
the People.j—Several mornings during 
the past week, the writer has noticed 
an unnecessary stion of traffic on 
the North Halsted street bridge where 
it crosses the river going south to Chi- 
cago avenue. This congestion is due to 


overloaded teams becoming stuck on the 
tracks of the street railway, tying up 


the period of a half hour. 

This appears un ry, as it could 
easily be remedied'by either one of two 
means, viz.: the street railway company 
itself or one of the several local humane 
societies. The street railway company, 
to saye time and money caused by delay 
of its cars, could put a snatch team on 
the north end of the bridge at very mini- 
mum expense and aid overloaded teams 
to cross over same and clear the tracks. 
A two horse snatch team could readily 
‘assist any overload across the bridge. 
Again, the humane society could station 
such a snatch teara at the bridge, in ad- 
dition to which they could follow up 
these cases of overloading and prosecute 
if necessary, as there is no doubt that 
many of the freight teams are hauling 
loads far in excess of the strength and 
endurance of the horses. On one morn- 
ing there were three overloaded teams 
stuck on the south-bound track on this 
bridge, a coal wagon, a lumber wagon 
and an oil-tank wagon.

Still, Butler was a beneficial infiu- 
ence in English letters, if he was not 
exactly the Almighty that his latter 
day disciples worship him as being. 
In an age. when tradition, academic 
opinion, dogma, convention . was 
slavishly and.uncritically followed,. he 
had the courage of skepticism, he had 
the courage to challenge—‘to heave 
bricks into the middle of the big wigs.”’ 
It created a scandal; but it was a lot 
of fun, and any one who reads him now 
with a sense of humor can have a lot 
of fun. 

And this memoir by Jones is the 
funniest of the. Butler episoges—this 


If Butler, in 
trying out a new pen, scribbled, “ Now 
is the time for;-all good men to come to 
the aid of their. party,” on a scrap of 
paper, and threw it in the waste bas- 
ket, Jones always reverently fished it 
out and treasured it for this monu- 
ment.

Mr. Meyer, 
who died at the age of 59, on March 9, 
1918, had been ambassador to Italy 
and to Russia, postmaster general un- 
der President Roosevelt, and secretary 


{of the navy under President Taft. 


He had been considered among our 
ablest diplomats; he enjoyed the 
strong persona! friendship of Theodore 
Roosevelt: he spoke several European 
languages fluently; and of his person- 


| ality, observable in hfs letters and his 


diary, it may be said.that he was effi- 
cient, likeable, disingenuous, tactful, 
and keenly observing. 

He was graduated from Harvard 
when he was 21. He entered.the ship- 
ping office of a rival] firm to his father’s, 
and after two: years’ apprenticeship be- 
came a partner in his father’s firm. 
His first political experience Was as a 
member of the Boston city council. He 
served as speaker in the Massachusetts 
state legislature, and, having proved 
himself a politician of exceptional abil- 
ity, he was appointed ambassador to 
Rome by President McKinley. Rome 
Mr. Meyer loved beyond all other cities 
of the world, and his stay there, while 
not marked by diplomatic events of 
great consequence, was altogether 
pleasant. He enjoyed the friendship 
of the king and of that astute papal 
secretary, Merry del Val. 

Mr. Meyer returned to America to 
take part in the Republican national 
convention of 1904, the events of 
which he has recorded in his diary. 


|Shortly after his return to Italy he 


was appointed by President Roosevelt 
to succeed Robert 8S. McCormick of 
Chicago as ambassador to Russia. 
Russia and Japan were at war, and 
Russia not only was suffering defeats 
at the front, but was in a ‘precarious 
position through internal disturbances 
at home. 

N his arrival in Russia Mr. 

Meyer found that, while he-was 

not greeted with’ great  hospi- 

tality, he did not encounter the 
hostility he expected to ‘receive’ be- 
cause of the public sentiment in 
America against Russia’ in the war. 


His first interview with the czar con- 
firmed his information that the czarina 


the war with Japan: during the inter- 
view, Mr. Meyer records, the czarina 
eyed the czar like a cat,.and prevented 
any commitment on his part relative te 
peace. 

The czar was living in practical iso- 
lation, a thmid man. without ‘forte, 
dominated by the czarina, who was in 
turn dominated by a spiritualist first, 
and later by the monk, Rasputin. 
Meanwhile misery and dissatisfaction 
were leading to outbreaks by the Rus- 
sian people which, we now know, fore- 
shad6@wed the end of the czar and.the 
reign of bolshevism. Mr. Meyer’s diary 
for July 15, 1906, records:
